Thoroughly mix the dry ingredi­ 
ents and the wet ingredients sepa­ 
rately and then combine the whole 
mass. 
This produces enough ma­ 
terial of just the right consistency 
to scatter broadcast to cover from 
three to five acres. 
Mechanical Methods. 
The worms may be kept out of 
coin fields or any fields that they 
arc* about to invade by making a 
series of five or six narrow deep 
smooth trenches along the outside 
of the field. 
Several trenches is 
much better than one. In clay soil 
or stiff soil the front part of the 
corn planter should do good work. 
If soil is soft a sled should answer. 
Often a narrow heavy float with a 
2x6 nailed under the center, mak­ 
ing a runner and drill so that it will 
go into the ground will make good 
trenches. 
The trenches should be 
deep with stiff sides . In pastures 
the brush drag with hundreds of 
pounds of weight upon it and drag­
